I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  last  and  final  report  on  the  health 
and  environment  of  the  town  for  the  year  1  973. 

The  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Office  of  Population 
Censuses  and  Surveys  was  13,590. 

During  the  year  there  were  233  deaths  from  all  causes,  20  less  than 
the  previous  year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  17.1  per  1,000,  national  rate 
was  12.0.  There  were  2  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  15  per  1,000  live  births,  less  than  the  national 
rate  of  17.0.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  and  Cerebrovascular  disease  again 
being  the  greatest  killers.  Malignant  neoplasm  of  lung  bronchus  caused  5 
deaths,  3  less  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  135  births,  22  less  than 
the  previous  year,  12  of  which  were  illegitimate,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
10.5  per  1,000  live  births,  less  than  the  national  rate  of  13,7.  The 
illegitimate  live  births  as  a  percentage  of  all  live  births  was  9,  less 
than  the  previous  year,  12.  National  rate  was  9.  There  were  10  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  notified,  1  case  of  Infective  Jaundice,  and  9  cases  of 
meas  les . 

On  the  environment  side  52  houses  were  erected,  none  by  the  local 
authority.  Applications  were  received  in  respect  of  13  standard  and  43 
discretionary  grants,  11  standard  and  39  discretionary  were  granted.  Refuse 
continued  to  be  collected  weekly  in  Winter,  parts  of  the  district  twice 
weekly  in  Summer  and  where  necessary  daily  in  Summer,  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping. 

The  water  supply  in  the  town  was  again  satisfact  cry  in  quality  and 
quantity,  there  were  no  bad  bacteriological  reports,  the  number  of  dwelling 
houses  supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  mains  was  5,327  and  the 
population  served  was  13,590,  no  dwelling  house  was  supplied  by  means  of  a 
stand  p ipe . 

As  regards  fluoride  content  Skegness  is  supplied  with  a  small  quantity 
of  water  from  the  two  bores  at  Mumby.  (Sandstone  Bore)  fluoride  content 
Q.75  p.p.m.  (Chalk  Bore)  fluoride  content  0.11  p.p.m. ,  it  also  gets  its 
supply  from  (Welton  Bore)  fluoride  content  0.03  p.p.m.,  (Candlesby  Bore) 

0.14  p.p.m.  During  the  summer  months  it  also  gets  a  supply  from  Dr iby 
source,  fluoride  content  0.09  p.p.m. 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staff  for 
their  co-operation.

Clinic  is  to  treat  minor  ailments  which  may  occur  in  children  able 
to  attend  school,  and  medical  examinations  of  pupils  for  employment. 

Dental  Clinic. 

Dental  treatment  is  provided  for  children  under  school  age,  and  an 
Orthodontist  attends  once  a  monthf. 

Optbalmic  Clinic 

An  Opthaimologist  attends  the  Clinic  Monday  afternoons  of  the  Month,  and 
t,hs  first,  second  and  fourth  mornings  of  the  month  for  children,  and  the  first 
and  third  Thursday  afternoon  of  each  month  for  adults. 


Chiropody  Service 


Treatment  is  now  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  aged,  handicapped 
people  and  expectant  mothers  at  the  Clinic,  on  Monday  mornings  and  all  day 
Tuesday.

Convalescence  to  these  is  arranged  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Nurseries  and  Child  Minder’s  Act  1948 


During  the  year  there  was  1  Day  Nursery,  8  Child  Minders  and  2  Play 
Groups  registered  under  the  above  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  Child  Minders 
and  Day  Nursery  is  to  afford  Mothers  an  opportunity  to  go  out  to  work,  a 
special  feature  of  the  Day  Nursery  is  to  provide  daily  accommodation  for 
Children  from  8.0  a.m.  to  6.0  p.m.,  whose  Mothers  are  ill,  have  to  go  to 
hospital  for  confinement  or  other  domestic  problems.  The  Play  Groups 
encourage  children  to  play  and  mix  together. 

Ambulance  Service. 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is 
•administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority.
